Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The rejection of the claims over Neurath as evidenced by Schirmbeck was discussed. In particular, the applicant's 
representative argued that Neurath doesn't teach subjects in need of a CTL response. The examiner disagreed, 
arguing that patients infected with HIV would certainly qualify as needing a CTL response and since Neurath teaches 
administering the HBsAg to HIV infected subjects, Neurath anticipates this limitation. The applicant also argued that 
Neurath doesn't teach generating CTL responses in HBsAg non-responder subjects. The examiner indictated that this 
argument would be considered when made of record and that the teachings of Neurath as evidenced by Schirmbeck in 
regards to this limitation would be reviewed. The applicant's representative also indicated that claim 8 would be 
amended to clarify that three components are present, the HBsAg particle, the antigen, and the immunostimulatory 
molecule which is not the antigen. The examiner further suggested that amending the claims to include the step of 
making the HBsAg particles by incubating the particles and the molecules at the temperature range identified in claim 
27 would likely overcome the art rejection.
